Also, he had succeeded most 
admirably as the Allied Com- 
mander in Europe, in reconcil- 
ing divergent views and inter- 
ests. In his latest book of war 
memoirs, Winston Churchill re- 
Jates many of his own disputes 
with Dwight D. Fisenhower. Yet, 
toward the conclusion of the vol- 
ume, he pays this quality in the 
man now President—that of or- 
ganizing men of different polit- 
ical and nationalistic back- 
grounds—one of the most gen- 
erous compliments ever to come 
from the Churchill pen.

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Let’s Set Standards 


For Day Nurseries 


The Atlanta Women’s Chamber of 
Commerce has rendered a real public 
service in calling attention to serious de- 
ficiencies in the operation of day nurseries 
in Fulton County. 

The disclosures are startling, although 
not too surprising in view of laxity in 
operating standards and in stringent in- 
spections to see that such standards as 
exist are upheld. Such laxity is» bound 
to invite abuses and even worse. 

Operators of such substandard facilities 
who charge high fees for their services can 
be placed in the category of loan sharks. 
They take advantage of a deplorable eco- 
nomic situation in which both parents 
must work. Then they charge the parents 
for whatever the traffic will.bear. 

We sympathize with those families in 
which both the mother and father must 
work. 

There is another category of patrons of 
day nurseries, however, for which there 
can be no sympathy. We speak of those 
parents who are unwilling to accept re- 
esponsibility for their children and literally 
put them in these “schools” to be rid of 
them. They are unfit to be parents. Noth- 
ing is more important than parental ac- 
ceptance of responsibility for their chil- 
dren. 

No persons are more despicable than 
are delinquent parents. At the same time, 
we know that in many cases modern-day 
‘“iving-standards and the pressure of eco- 
nomic necessity force both parents to 
work. As long as this necessity exists, it 
should be a community responsibility to 
set and uphold high standards in the care 
of children. 

While they do not come under the 
heading of ‘‘schools,” these privately op- 
erated facilities are certainly businesses. 
As such, they should be licensed and reg- 
ulated and forced to meet minimum stand- 
ards of health, equipment and personnel. 
Without such regulation they, in effect, 
are menaces to the community and. its 
future. City and county” authorities 
should act accordingly. 

It is perhaps unfair to condemn all day 
nurseries as “dirty pens.” Some of them, 
no doubt, are doing a good job. ‘Those 
that are not should not be allowed to 
operate, no matter how urgent the demand 
from parents for such facilities. To in- 
dulge them is an evil practice that weak- 
ens the community. It is one we cannot 
afford. 

The Women’s Chamber of Commerce 
is a responsible organization. Despite de- 
nials and protests, we only can feel its 
complaints are justified.

Unnecessary To Go Far 
To Find Use for Butter 


Acriculture Department, which has 
some 250 million pounds of butter tucked away 
in its ice boxes, is seeking new uses for this 
surplus and the latest idea is to sell it as a 
substitute for butter. 

Cocoa butter is made from the cocoa bean, 
the supply of which, it seems, is not quite 
large enough to satisfy the candy and cookie 
makers of the world. So the Agriculture De- 
partment planners want to experiment with 
diluting the cocoa butter with cow’s butter in 
order to simultaneously relieve the shortage 
of cocoa butter and the surplus of cow's butter. 

Cocoa butter consumption at present is be- 
tween 25 and 30 million pounds a year in the 
U.S. If the confectionery makers would dilute

it half and half, this would use up about 15 
million. pounds of cow’s butter a year. The 
Agriculture Department could dispose of its 


surplus in a htt it could just 
figure out some way not to add any more to 
the surplus during that time. 

Frankly, don't know what will 
of this plan or what difference a little cow's 
butter will make in a chocolate drop. But 
we certainly sympathize with the idea of de- 
veloping new uses for cow's butter. 

Possibly one new use for butter would be 
as a substitute for margarine. Today's chil-

building was to be erected.

Instructions for the national supreme 
in the mind of the contractor. 


The building should be ‘‘framed,"’ declared the Legislature..and: 
‘Twenty-four feet in length by 20 feet in width, two stories high, 
lower story 10 feet, upper story 9 feet high. 


‘The shingled roof shall have vel- 
low poplar shingles, one stair case. 
one door on each side of house. 
batten shutters, two fifteen-light 
windows on each side of the house 
above and below, also two win 
dows in the end of the lower story 
where the judge’s bench shall be 
erected.”’ 

The instructions, abbreviated 


here, went on to give exact di- 
mensions of the judge's bench, as 
well as specifications for other 
aspects of the building. 

These precise men of New 
Echota were the leaders of the 


Cherokee Nation, and New Echota 
was to be their new capital, situ- 
ated in what now is Gordon County 
near the present site of Calhoun. 

There also was a legislative hall 


of the Cherokee government. It 
housed the National Committee 
and the National Council, an elec: 
tive bicameral body. 

The physical : facts .of New 
Echota, which served as capital 
of the Cherokees from 1825-1830,

their chief tax issue.

The important truth about James 
and John is not found in their er- 
rors in judgment but in the way 
these brothers, whose faith was 
nurtured at their mother's knee 
and brought to maturity by their 
Divine Companion, finally met the 
challenge of faith. To John at last 
Jesus surrendered the care of His 
mother. 

To James at last came that hour 
when he would have to stand alone 
and apart.
